They went 
at it in a very businesslike way 
and were overwhelmed by the 
request for 435,000 copies. 

Last summer, a group of ten 
missionaries in Portugal pleaded 
for help to print and distribute 
the booklet, “What Must I Do 
to Be Saved?” in that little coun- 
try in Europe with 30 million peo- 


ple. Veteran Missionary John J. 
Oliveira, working with the Con- 


servative Baptist Foreign Mission 
Board, translated the booklet, 
after we promised to help in the! 
printing there. A “Word of Life) 
Publications” office was 
lished in Portugal having as its 
officers nine foreign missionaries. 
A check was sent for $500 August 
30, to cover the printing of some 
40,000 of the booklets in the 
Portuguese language. These were 
to be the first booklets distri- 
buted in Portugal where millions 
live without the message of sal- 
vation. 

Recently Rev. S. D. Faircloth, 
Corresponding Secretary for 
America for Word of Life Pub- 
lications of Portugal, wrote tell- 
ing of the tremendous blessing 
these booklets have been as con- 
secrated men and women care- 
fully distributed them among the 
unsaved. | 

First of all, according to mis- 
Sionary Oliveira, a circular let- 
ter including a copy of the Port-

uguese “What Must I Do to Be 
Saved?"’ was sent to 284 mission 


centers and workers all over the 
Portuguese empire. Each ss re- 
cipient was informed of the limited 
number of booklets available, and 
asked to prayerfully consider how 


he, individually, might be able to 


use a limited number. Immedi- 
ately the requests began to pour 
in! So many were the requests 
and so heavy were the separate 
demands, that the 40,000 copies 
had to be strictly rationed in 
order that everyone might have 
at least a minimal number. One 
Christian man from Lisbon asked 
for 5,000 copies, but he had to 
be satisfied with only 250! In 
fact, the demand totalled 435,000 
-rnearly eleven times as many 
as the available supply! It was 
not. surprising, then, that within

five days. The eggs of the parrot hatch in forty-two days. 
Things do not happen by chance in nature. God ordains all 
the affairs of life whether it be in the animal kingdom or in 


the vegetable kingdom. 


Have you considered how it is 
that the beautiful feathers of the 
peacock on which are accurate 
markings should be brought forth 
out of an egg which contains only 
yellow yolk and colorless albu- 
men? How did the colors get 
there? Why are the colors always 
those that belong to that partic- 
ular fowl? How is the figure 
formed on the feathers in such 
a way that when the tail is spread 
the markings are ‘perfectly in 
place and beautiful in appea- 
rance? Only—a living God can do 
this. But to refer again to the hen 
egg, let us proceed. 

The shell on the small end of 
the egg is much thicker than on 
the large end. The baby will emer- 
ge from the shell through the 
large end, therefore God has ar- 
ranged and designed the shell so 
,that the baby can easily peck its 
way through where the shell is 
thin. " 

At the large end of the egg 
there is an air chamber. This may 
be seen when the shell is removed 
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from the hard-boiled egg. When 
the baby chick is formed in the 
egg, it is so placed that its head 
is in the big end of the egg and

The little bill of the baby chick | 
is so soft that it cannot peck its | 
way through the hard shell. For 
that reason God makes a special | 
tool which is to be used only once. | 
This is in the form of a tiny cone, 
made of a very hard substance, 
which exactly fits over the bill 
of the baby. It is with this hard 
cone that it breaks through the 
Shell. There is just enough air in| 
the air chamber to last the little 
thing two days. As the baby starts | 
to breathe and the hours go by, | 
there comes the time when the 
last breath of air is taken. The air 
causes the.little one to swell up 
somewhat and as the chick lunges 
forward to get another breath of | 
air which is not there, the impact 
forces a hole through the shell, 
and the swelling of thé body 
cracks the shell sufficiently so the 
chick can emerge. Within about 
two days after it is born, the hard | 
cone falls from its nose. It is of 
no further use. Sometimes the 
cone sticks to the bill and the 
farmer must pick it off with his 
fingers. How kind God is to little 
chickens! 

Is it not strange that these baby 
chickens know their mother? 
They never had seen her before 
and maybe the eggs from which 
they were hatched came’ from 
many miles away, laid by a differ- 
ent hen in a different state. What 
forms the bond of attachment be- 
tween a baby chicken and the 
mother hen who hatched it? We 
do not know. No one Knows. It is 


'another of the wonderful myster- 


ies of God. 


Have you ever asked the ques- 


tion, “Why does the chicken not 
fall off the roost at night when 
it goes to sleep?” You couldn't 


sleep on a stick, or on a fence or 
even on a very narrow shelf or 


ledge. This brings us to another

and. wisdom. 


example of God’s skill 
The tendons from 
the four toes of the chicken form 


'a single tendon in the ball of the 


foot. This tendon then winds round 
on to the front of the leg, pass- 
through two deep grooves, 
thence up to the thigh where it 
spreads out into a _ fan-shaped 


' muscle. While the leg is extended, 


the toes are spread open so the 
chicken can walk. When the chick- 
en sits down, however, this tendon 
is put on a stretch across the 
joints and draws the toes shut. 


As long as the hen sits down on 


the roost, her toes automatically 
and tightly clutch the perch and 
She cannot fall off even when 
sound asleep. You see, if God did 
not make provisions for the hen’s 
sleeping safely, we would have a 
bunch of nervous wrecks among 
the old hens and the eggs would 
cease. How terrible that would be! 

The beautiful relationship that 
exists between the mother hen 
and the babies who are hatched 
out from her brooding is used by 
our Lord to illustrate His own 
love and care for us. In Luke 13: 
34 Jesus said, “How often would 
I have gathered thy children to- 
gether, as a HEN doth gather her

The steps to salvation are just 
as simple.

Convicted 
of his sins, knowing the penalty 
of the law, realizing that he is a 
lost soul, the sinner comes to 
this pivotal moment with nothing 
to recommend him, depending

What is repentance? “It is 
godly sorrow for sin,” say the 
fathers. It is that and possibly 
more, unless such sorrow goes far 
beyond tears. I am certain that 
there can be no_ repentance 
unto salvation that does not carry 
with it deep regret that we have 
broken the law of God, grieved 
the heart of Christ and rejected 
His proffered mercies. I believe in 
a repentance baptized by weeping. 
For myself, I pray that I may see 
the day again when men and wo- 
men will fall as of yore at altars 
of prayer, crying to God for mercy, 
and interpreting their grief in 
penitential tears.

That is why moderate drinking 
so rarely remains moderate. At 
the point where a man ought to 
stop, he is in no condition either 
to know it or do something about 
it: mentally and volitionally he is 
hamstrung. People may resolve 
when they are sober or suffering 
a head-splifting “hangover” that 
they are never going to get drunk 
again, but that resolution does 
little good when a drink or two 
has robbed them of much of the 
necessary will-power. 

A man is not truly himself with 
liquor in his stomach, no matter 
how little an amount. Tests reveal 
that notwithstanding popular opin- 
ion, a drink slows up a person’s 
reactions, makes thinking inaccu- 
rate, reduces endurance and pre- 
cision, and even makes muscular

Another argument against so- 
cial drinking in even a moderate 
degree is the company into which 
it places a person.

Who would care to be in a 
bar when the Saviour returns? I 
know that sometimes it seems that 
a tavern is the only place in which 
a serviceman is welcome in a 
strange city. Where else, it is said, 
can he find a little relaxation and 
diversion so readily? What else is 
there to do?

places to go and things to do, and 
there would be many more of 
them if it were not for the tav- 
erns! I know personally of one 
Western town where there is very 
little entertainment for the sol- 
diers from the large army base 
nearby, but when the local Junior 
Chamber of Commerce set about 
creating a wholesome recreation 
center that the fellows who would 
really enjoy, the tavern-keepers, 
who practically run the _ town, 
promptly squelched the movement 
with wunderhanded politics. The 
Chicago Tribune said, “If the sec- 
ret records of the brewing and dis- 
tilling industry were ever brought 
to light, they would tell a story 
of social and political corruption 
unequaled in the annals of our 
history.” 

A twenty-one-year-old soldier, 
who had never used liquor prior to 
enlistment, became intoxicated, 
and while he was “not himself” 
choked a girl to death. The un- 
fortunate fellow was sentenced to 
twenty-five years at hard labor, 
less than half of which is past 
while you are reading this about 
him. And Judge Perry, in sen- 
tencing him, said, “Six places of 
business in this community, all 
licensed by law to sell intoxicating 
drinks, out of their greed to gain 
a few dollars, committed an act of 
sabotage against the government 
and the people of the United 
States. 

“Our government has lost a sol- 
dier as completely as though a 
German spy had dropped from the 
skies and stabbed him in the back 
or shot him from ambush. These 
unpatriotic peddlers of poison sold 
him that excess of liquor at a time 
it was the duty of every patriotic 
citizen to shield and protect this 
lad as a valuable piece of military 
equipment. Instead, they robbed 
him of money and reason.” 

During the last war I was wait- 
ing in the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern Railway station for a stream- 
liner to the West, and beside me 
were four soldiers who were bub- 
bling over with excitement at the 
thought of going home on a fur- 
lough for Christmas. The train 
reservations that they possessed 
could not be replaced for two 
weeks, so heavily was transporta- 
tion booked ahead. 

During the lay-over between 
trains in Chicago they had appar- 
ently spent a little time celebrat- 
ing in a tavern. Only one of them 
was disorderly; the others had 
evidently stopped at one or two 
drinks. But the inebriated boy be- 
came so noisy that some one sum- 
moned the MP’s, who, sensing that 
all four had _ been drinking, 
marched the entire quartet away 
for a bit of investigation, during 
which time the train departed 
without them. A man is not only 
known by the company that he 
keeps: sometimes he is kept by 
the company that he knows. 

When the Curtis Publishing

THE LORD if you prayerfully send this paper with its great mes- 
sages on salvation to unsaved loved ones and friends? Is not that 
worth an investment in the time to fill out the name and address 
on a card or in a letter, and worth the investment to pay for a 
year’s subscription when it is so little during this campaign? 

But I have another story of hungry hearts. Yesterday we re- 
ceived names of 106 evangelists and ministers in Portugal. In this 
European nation of over thirty million people, we have a missionary 
committee getting out “What Must I Do to Be Saved?” One hundred 
thousand copies have been printed with funds that Sworp OF THE LORD 
readers provided, and missionaries from a number of denominations 
and some faith mission works are cooperating in getting out the 
booklet. Then a missionary source wrote us appealing for literature 
for some three hundred preachers of the gospel in Portugal who were 
left without instruction in doctrine, who are always tempted to fall 
prey to false cults, Jehovah’s Witnesses, Seventh-Day Adventists, 
Mormons and other cults which do missionary work. I wrote back 
that if we could have a word of which preachers read English, I would 
try to see that someone paid for subscriptions for these preachers. 
And here came yesterday the names and addresses of 106 such 
preachers. They all read English. They have almost no chance to go 
to a Bible ‘school or Christian college or seminary. There is little 
evangelical literature published in their language and available. lI 
felt I must send THE SworpD to these people. It will take $160 to pay 
for those subscriptions; but I believe God will put it in the heart of 
some one person to pay it. 

Would I have been right to deny these ministers and evan- 
gelists THE SWORD OF THE LORD? They cannot send money 
to this country for it. Most of them do not have the money. Many 
of them work at small wages to maintain themselves while they 
preach at every opportunity and lead their people. Could I fail 
them? Well, I felt that the only thing I could do which would be 
of faith and according to duty, would be to send THE SWORD. 
But somebody will have to pay. 

You see, this kind of call comes again and again. For this purpose 
our Missionary and Minister’s Subscription Fund is set up. I believe 
that God will help us to do more good with this kind of work than 
we could do in nearly any other mission enterprise. May God help us 
to get the literature of THE SWORD OF THE LORD into the hands of 
preachers to establish their faith solidly on the Word of God, to teach 
them how to win souls, how to be filled with the Spirit, how to have 
revivals.

Canon Wilberforce told me 
that he had his likeness painted 
by the great artist Herkomer, 
who told him the following story.

Herko- 
mer’s quick eye of love detected 
this, and when his father was 
safe asleep his gifted son would 
come down stairs and take in 
hand the pieces of clay which his 
old father had left, with the 
evidences of defect and failure; 
and with his own wonderful touch 
he would make them as fair as| 
they could be made by human 
hand. When the old man came 
down in the morning, and took 
up the work he had left all spoiled 
the night before, and held it up 
before the light, he would say, 
rubbing his hands: 


“IT can do it as well as ever I 
did.”’ 
Is not that just what God AIl- 


mighty is going to do with you? 
You are bearing the marks of 
failure just because you have 
been resisting Him and fighting 
Him. But, ah! my Lord comes 
with those pierced hands, and says:

casion when He uttered the words, 
“I am the way.” Thomas did not 
seem satisfied. He proved him- 
self more than once slow of com- 
prehension. Jesus had said, “Let 
not your heart be troubled.” The 
time of His departure was. near. 
“I go,” said He, “‘to prepare a place 
for you.” He continued, “I will 
come again and receive you unto 
myself.” And then Jesus said the 
thing that became to Thomas a 
riddle. He knew Jesus but he did 
not know where Jesus was going 
and he did not know the way. 
Thomas said, “We know not 
whither thou goest and how can 
we know the way?” Little did 
Thomas realize that “the way” 
was standing there before him, 
that he had intimately associated 
with “ithe way” through the short 
ministry of Jesus. And certainly 
if Jesus was the way to eternal 
life, Thomas both knew the way 
and the end of the journey. Poor 
Thomas; how like the rest of us! 
“Seeing, he did not see and hear- 
ing, he did not understand.” 

Jesus did not rebuke him. He 
simply said, “I am the way.”
